WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ad­ 
ministration officials, who have 
been urging the public not to 
panic about a drop in farm 
production this year, have 
plan ned a four-phase brief ing 
series next week to seek 
maximum publicity for their 
analysis of the farm and food 
outlook. 
Top Agriculture Department 
economists currently are put­ 
ting together a new review of 
what the drought damage to 
1974 crops will mean to U.S. 
consumers and farmers over 
the next 18 months, and to 
foreign countries which normal­ 
ly depend on imports from the 
United States. The review, 
officials say, will be presented 
in four separate briefings next 
Monday and Tuesday, including 
one for the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s owrn administrators. 
Other briefings will be held 
for the press, the food trade, 
farm groups and farm maga­ 
zine editors, and for consumer 
groups and food editors. Invita­ 
tions to the trade and consum­ 
er oriented 
sessions 
began 
going out last Friday, officials 
say. 
Agriculture spokesmen said 
the organizations invited includ­ 
ed the Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action, the Agribusiness 
Accountability Project, a Ralph 
Nader-sponsored science group, 
the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs, Consumers 
Union and the National Con­ 
sumers Congress. 
Farm and food trade groups 
included traditional 
farm 
spokesmen like the American 
Farm Bureau Federation and 
National Farmers Union and 
processor groups like the 
American Meat Institute, Mill­ 
ers National Federation, Na­ 
tional Soybean Processors 
Association and American Feed 
Manufacturers Association. 
Agriculture officials, includ­ 
ing Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
already have said publicly the 
shortfall in 
potential 
U.S. 
production of grain crops like 
corn —currently expected to be 


down 12 per cent from 1973 — 
can be absorbed without export 
controls to protect domestic 
supplies. High corn prices, 
officials said, will produce 
cutbacks in both domestic 
livestock feeding and foreign 
demand for the grain. 
Administration spokesmen 
also have predicted, in general 
terms, that the reduced crops 
will have little impact on retail 
food prices through the rest of 
1974 but will produce increases 
next year as farmers cut pork, 
poultry and milk supplies under 
the pressure of higher feed 
costs. 
An agriculture economist said 
today that forthcoming reports 
probably would predict that 
food prices for 1974 as a whole 
would average 14 per cent 
above 1973 instead of the 12 per 
cent hike previously forecast. 
The specialist said the analysis 
due for delivery next week 
probably would include an 
attempt to assess the 1975 retail 
food situation and the price 
outlook for major food and 
livestock feed crops. 
Dawson Aha It, an agriculture 
economic adviser, said the new 
analysis was not designed to 
counter demands for grain 
export controls, but to assemble 
a detailed picture of world 
farm, and food prospects. Aha.lt 
said the analysis would include 
a new size-up of the balance 
between total world farm 
production and demand this 
year —a balance w'hich current­ 
ly appears less favorable than 
it did a month ago. 
Until last month, U.S. ana­ 
lysts had been saying world 
production would exceed de­ 
mand and permit some buildup 
of reserves. More recently, 
administration spokesmen have 
said output would about match 
needs for the coming year. 
Ahalt said today the new 
review would show whether the 
even-balanee estimate was still 
good or whether the world’s 
already skimpy reserves might 
be further depleted in the year 
ahead.

Good Breakfast For A Good School Day 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind, It 
serves an important physical 
need; it can be a rich family 
experience; and it helps your 
child be alert in school. W'hat is 
it? Breakfast! 
Today's school children can’t 
afford to skip this important 
meal, say Extension foods and 
nutrition specialists at Purdue 
University. Marcile Allen and 
Betty Rehfeld agree that break­ 
fast helps your child apply 
himself in school, 
If a child skips breakfast, he 
probably won’t be able to make 
up for the nutrients he missed, 
the specialists point out 
How big does a child’s break­ 
fast need to be to keep him 
alert? There’s no hard and fast 
rule 
But 
the 
Purdue 
nutritionists say the first meal 
of the day should provide one 
third to one-fourth of the daily 
food needs. 
Expressed in terms of the four 
food groups, a good breakfast 
should contain at least one 
serving from at least three of 
t he four groups I ’referable, you 
should serve a vitamin-€ rich 
fruit or vegetable at breakfast. 
The four food groups are 
fruits-vegetables, bread-cereal, 
milk, and meat 
This means potato chips and a 
carbonated beverage are a, 
breakfast no no But try tomato 
juice, breakfast cereal, and 
milk That’s one serving from 
three iood groups and a good 
breakfast menu 
Of course, no one breakfast

Plan Ahead 
To Avoid 
Budget Upsets 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. 
Here is is, staring you in the 
face: the start of school, that 
financially rough time of year 
Supplies, books, clothing, club 
dues, and lunch tickets they all 
add up, especially if you must 
multiply your expenses by two 
or more students! 
“It will help to think through 
ail the possible expenses and 
spread the purchases out over 
several months,” says Jean 
Bauer, an Extension home 
m a na gem en t -f a m 11 y econo m, i c s 
specialist at Purdue University. 
Mrs. Bauer points out that 
some expenses can be post 
poned--or at least whittled 
down. This way, you don’t have 
to take a big hunk out of the 
August paycheck 
The specialist offers several 
money-saving ideas: 
Buy a limited amount of 
clothing this fall. Add to school 
wardrobes through the year as 
sale prices become available. 
Purchase used pep club 
sweaters from last year’s 
seniors. As long as they fit and 
are in good condition, used 
sweaters are a better buy. 
Check school supplies now 
Gather every usable item left 
over from last year—scissors, 
paint brushes, and so forth That 
way, you'll know' what you need 
to buy and avoid duplications. 
Check with your school 
system to see if fees can be paid 
in two or three payments. Some 
schools allow this—if you make 
the proper arrangements now. 
Mrs. Bauer also suggests that 
you talk with your children 
about 
school 
expenses. 
“Children can help decide w hich 
expenses are necessary and 
which ones may have to wait 
until later,” she says, adding 
that this is good training for 
children. 
Such a discussion will help 
your children learn that they 
can't have all their desires 
satisfied. Mrs. Bauer notes. If 
the children want a special 
item, you might suggest that 
they earn the money or save up 
their allowances. 
One last tip: after you have 
calculated, your back-to-school 
expenses, start planning for 
next year. You can estimate 
next year's expenses and take a 
little out of each paycheck to 
cover them, Mrs. Bauer says, 
adding that you might even open 
a special savings account for 
this purpose. 
“It’s too late to save for this 
year,” she points out “But why 
have the same problem year 
after year? It’s wiser to plan 
ahead and, set aside the 
necessary money in a savings 
account.”

production on the heels of a 
1974 season in which hopes for 
record output were shriveled by 
drought. 
With government economists 
predicting that 1974 average 
retail food prices will rise 15 
per cent instead of the 1,2; per 
cent forecast earlier and that 
more hikes will be felt in 
supermarkets next year. Butz 
said he believes the 1975 
increase will be less than 10 per 
cent. 
He insisted there is “abso­ 


lutely no basis for panic” about 
food supplies. 
But both the agriculture 
secretary and, his top econo­ 
mist, Don Paarlberg declined to 
be specific about the rate of 
1975 food hikes, saying much 
depends on future weather 
conditions and especially the 
rate at which inflation, drives 
up the cost of processing and 
marketing food. 
Butz and Paarlberg said 
three-fourths of the 1974 jump 
in retail food prices will be 
traceable to increased market­ 
ing margins rather than higher 
farm prices.

The teacher, Robert Brothers, 
charged that his dismissal was 
an unfair labor practice and was 
based on his activities as a 
leader in the Delphi Classroom 
Teachers Association.

hearing

a p ­ 
pointed by IEERB has agreed 
Brothers was president of the 
DCTA and a member of the 
organization’s negotiating team 
during the past year. The 
association, an affiliate of the

T eachers 
Association, is the exclusive 
bargaining representative for 
Delphi teachers Brothers was 
represented by ISTA attorneys 
The 
school 
board’s 
stated 
reasons for the dismissal were 
that the band program was not 
satisfactory, but the hearing 
examiner did not agree. His 
suggested remedies include a 
.recommendation that the board
